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SUBJECT: Meeting of Joint Policy Committee 



1. Present at meeting of the Joint Policy Committee at 11:30 
this date were; Mr, Joyce /* Mr. Roosevelt, C 3 

' ^ ^Ttaking notes. 
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2. Mr. McCargar opened the meeting by stating that the pur- 
pose was to examine the question of a chairman for the Albanian com- 
mittee. He stated that the Balli Kombetar (BK) has proposed Hasan 
Dosti as chairman, and that it is desirable to settle the long de- 
layed question of the chairmanship. 



3.C J stated that Dosti must agree to serve under 

another chairman, if not given it himself, and that "influence” on 
him might be necessary. Tc(^ question as to Abas 

Kupi definitely would refuse to acceptJDosti as chairman 

I reolied that we had informal assurances to that effect. 

^ ^2}®^^®ssed the thought that we should seek an alternative 

chairman agreeable to the Committee, inasmuch as the BK will not 
accept Kupi. To this Mr. Joyce said that we have been assuming 
that the BK would have the chairmanship, and that we must find a 
member of BK with idiom Kigii will work. ^ summed up by 

stating that we need: l) a firm statement from Ktpi that he will 
not accept Dosti as chairraanj 2) inasmuch as State and OPC want a 
member of BK as chairman, what would Dosti* s attitude be regarding 
another member of BK taking that post. All agreed with this state- 
ment. 



1+. pointed out that Dosti heads one group within 

BK, while Abas Ermenyi leads a younger, more liberal and active 
group, having a good record. In reply to a question J, 

-O noted that the U.S. looks on the chairmanshxp as more 
or less of a "front” position, and that Kupi is illiterate. 

C__ O then asked whether there was any chance of giving Kv^ii 
added standing, in some operational capacitv. No definite answer 
was forthcoming on this point. then suggested that op- 

eratives in the field be asked to influence the BK to offer another 



candidate, if Dosti were unacceptable.

Mr. Joyce asked about the Kryezin brothers, whereupon 
O- and(_ J discussed the apparent liaison of one 
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with Tito, and the domination of the other by Kupi. C J 

then remarked that an alternative suggested by the BK might be worse 
than’Dosti; he presented Andoni as a possible compromise. j~ SJ 
added that Andoni’ s wartime record was clean. He is only 27 to 32 
years old, and therefore less prestigious among the Albanians. To 
Mr. Joyce's question about any respected older man in Albanian poli- 
tics, r ’ ~T mentioned H. Machi, member of the General Committee 
and of ^ 

6, CL ^ pointed out that the BK alone has a sizable fol- 
lowing in Albania, then pointed out that a rotating 

chairmanship would bring in tH5^ military members, a poor policy. It 
was then agreed by all that the field would be asked whether all of 
the Executive Committee rejects Dosti. ^ ~1 added that a so- 

lution of this chairmanship question is urgent. Be then asked 
whether OPC and State absolutely insists upon BK chaimicLnship even 
if an alternative is agreed vpon. Mr. Joyce replied that he would 
have to consult others at State and preferred to tiy BK. Mr. Roose- 
velt stressed that the ^nmmittee must not be allowed to split. 

stated thatvl^ asked to explore the 

firmness of Kiqpi's oWection ±o Dosti and to advise Kupi to accept 
Dosti if possible. ^ 1 commented that we might have to read 

K\:^i o\it ^ nefii5?ed and agreed that we must avoid this if 
possible. O — rJ stated that the field must explore the situa- 

tion with Dosti and persuade him if possible. This will be left 1:53 
toC_ ^ and we will get his reactions to the situation. 

_J stated that we shoxild e xplore the extent of KTq)i' s op- 
position, being conciliatory with him. Mr. Roosevelt added that 
there should be two separate paragraphs in the cable to the field, 
one explaining the problem on resistance to Dosti, and the other, 
resistance to a member of BK. We ought to indicate definitely that 
BK has the chairmanship as a right. Mr. Joyce added that Kupi should 
not be allowed to think any other solution existed than a BK chair- 
man. 



7. lu 'LL stated that he definitely preferred the cable to 

be on an e3g)loratory basis to determine how are the Kupi-Kryeziu 

objections to Dosti and BK, but agreed witt O that the 

cable should stress the urgency and state that if Kupi's attitude 
was definitely negative, another BK man should be considered. 

8. C- _ 3 stated that Kupi can only provide a list of re- 

cruits on 10 November and that only four people will be reacfy for op- 
erations. We cannot meet the December 1 deadline for Malta and have 
no alternative sites. We have, therefore, decided to postpone re- 
connaissance until suitable bases have been found. 

9. J7then reported the results of the first infiltra- 
tion and asked whewier there vms a place available in Gerraai^ or else- 
where for personnel sent to us. Mr. Joyce then commented that both 
parties must keep each other informed on general Balkan developments 
and that State will be kept au courant even though not represented at 
Joint Policy Committee meetings. The meeting closed at 12:30. 
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
